Roy Brownell, Flint attorney for 


General Motors, filed the petition 
with Circuit Judge Paul V. Gadola 
of Genessee county (Flint) late 
yesterday. It requested an injunc- 
tion prohibiting the strikers from 
frifirming to occupy the plants 


ey have held since Dec. 30. 
The court directed the United 


Automobile Workers of America 
which called the strikes that have 
crippled operations of General Mo- 
tors, to show cause why an injunc- 
tion should not be granted at 
hearing at 2 o'clock Monday after- 
noon. 


The bill of .-complaint with the in- 


junction petition referred to the 
sit-down strikers as "former em- 
ployes" and said "they are no long- 
er employes of the plaintiff and 
have no right to remain on the 
premises." 


Evacuation of the strikers has 


been demanded by General Motors 
before it would meet with union 
officials to settle the widespread 
strikes. However, should this , be 
accomplished the asked-for courl 
order, negotiators might be con- 
fronted by a new issue. 


Charge Discrimination 


U. A. W, A. leaders have said 


they would protest alleged discrim- 
ination against union members, and 
one of the eight points they seek 
to negotiate with the corporation 
demands reinstatement of all em- 
ployes "unjustly dismissed." They 
indicated that this would apply to 
the discharge of the strikers. 


Until the injunction petition was 


filed General Motors had given no 
indication that it no longer regard- 
ed 
"sit-downers" 
as 
employes. 


Whether the corporation holds the 
same view toward strikers who 
have not remained on company 
property 
and "sit-downers" who 


have vacated three other 
plants 


could not be learned.

Henry, Va., for assistance at 6 a. m.

The City of Birmingham and the 


coast guard responded. 


An hour and twenty minutes lat- 


er the Shawnee advised all ships 
in the vicinity the .fire was under 
control. 


The fire apparently broke out 


during the night, radio reports said, 
while the Shawnee was between 
Cape Hatteras and Cape Henry. 
There were no details as to the ex- 
tent of the blaze.

Story said he did not oppose pass 
age of a new law for collective bar 
gaining but maintained that tb 
federation bill puts all the restric 
tions on employers and none on 
workers- 


Would Define "Bargaining" 


He asked first for a definition o: 


collective bargaining which woulc 
require both employe representa 
tives and employers to negotiate in 
a "mutally genuine effort" to set 
tie their differences. He said ex- 
perience shows that failure of the 
parties to have the right state of 
mind leads to many troubles. 


He also attacked the provision

Cairo, 11L — CO—The brimming 


Ohio river spewed a record flow of 
more than 2,000,000 cubic feet of 
water per second past Cairo today 
to send the flood creeping upward 
despite desperate measures to re- 
lieve the pressure against the city's 
bolstered seawall. 


Temporarily safe from the men- 


acing river, 
already at a level 


above their heads outside the levee, 
the 5,000 remaining residents saw 
the flood move up on the jgauge al- 
most to the point reached before 
the Birds Point, Mo., spillway was 
opened to save the city. 


Silently through the night, the 


waters inched upward, reaching a 
stage of 58.4 feet, a rise of .28 of a 
foot in 12 hours. This was only 1.6 
feet below the top of the concrete 
wall, but 4.6 feet from over-reach- 
ing the dirt-packed bulkheads now 
rising on the permanent embank- 
ment's summit. 


Just what river crest these boards 


and dirt and sandbags would have 
to withstand was uncertain. 


"Zero Hour" Wednesday 


Veteran Government Forecaster 


W. E. Barron repeated 
again his 


prediction the river would go to 60 
or 61 feet, but army engineers at 
Memphis forecast a full flood of 62 
feet All agreed the "zero hour" 
would be about Wednesday. 


Fearful of the effect of the enor- 


mous pressure

warks, the army engineers blasted 
open, the lower end of the spillway 
in an attempt to give Cairo a fur- 
ther respite against the oncoming 
crest.

Fought Ohio River to Save Hospital

Louisville. Ky.—(^—A Dutch boy 


stuck his finger in a dike, and a 
grateful nation never forgot the 
legend. Six men held back for five 
days, with sand bags* and endless 
toil, the muddy waters of the Ohio 
from a hospital/ jammed with a 
thousand 
patients—and 
shattered 


Louisville doesn't even know their 
names. 


So this is a story of six men, and 


what goes on late at night in a great 
refugee center, the Louisville City 
hospital and its new annex at Chest- 
nut streets. The water came up the 
Preston street side but never did 
reach the Chestnut street end be- 
fore it stopped and finally started 
back toward the river bed again. 


City hospital is just close enough 


to the business section, part of

It is a place where refugees 


might stay forever without fear of 
drowning But here were 500 pa- 
tients seriously ill in the hospital.

mother sees a rabbit the child will 
be born with .a harelip. There is no 
basis for this superstition. 
• "Another^ old but still prevalent 
fancy is that if an expectant mother 
has a craving for an odd kind of 
food'before the baby is born, the 
child will also have peculiar food 
cravings. Scientific study and re- 
search have proved that Ihere is no 
possibility 
of the 
baby's 
being 


marked by seeing some 
strange 


sight or establishing strange 'crav- 
ings' because the expectant mother 
wanted certain foods. 


Vomiting Not Healthy 


"Another 'baby fancy' 
is that 


vomiting is a 'healthy sign' and 
should be allowed to continue until 
it stops of itself. Vomiting is never 
healthy. There is some cause for 
this and it should be corrected as 
early as possible. There are several 
causes for this vomiting. A few of 
them are as follows: Too much food 
at each meal; the baby may be 
handled too soon after feeding; the 


meal periods may be too close to- 
gether; the formula may not be ad- 
justed to meet the particular needs 
of the child. Something is wrong 
when the child vomits frequently, 
and the earlier the exact cause of 
the trouble is discovered, the better 
for the baby. In some severe cases, 
even the child's life may be at 
stake. 


"A mother may harm her child, 


however, by giving 
way to ner- 


vousness and -worry instead of be- 
ing happy and calm. A mother-to- 
be or a mother with a new baby 
should live a normal, happy life, 
paying no attention to old-fashion- 
ed tales if she happens to hear 
them. If she remains calm' and is 
reasonably healthy, 
the 
chances 


are that she will be able to nurse 
her child and that all will be well 
for both the mother and the baby."

Washington—The board of rivers 


and harbors engineers of the war 
department has reported adversely 
on further improvement at Fond 
du Lac harbor and vicinity. 


In a report to congress, 
Major 


General Edward Markham, chief of 
the board, declared against im- 
provement except as authorized 
heretofore under the Fox river pro- 
ject. 


Engineers reported that it would 


cost $32,200, with $3,000 in annual 
maintenance, to deepen the en- 
trance channel at lighthouse har- 
bor to a depth of six feet. The board 
concurred with the district engineer 
that proposed improvements would 
be of benefit largely to small lo- 
cal pleasure craft and that federal 
expense involved would 'not be 
•warranted. The district engineer 
also reported that to enlarge the en- 
trance might result in wave action 
that would damage boats in the in- 
ner harbor. 


Makes Suggestion 


He suggested in the report to con- 


gress that a belter harbor would be 
secured by dredging a' basin in the 
low lands inside the mouth of Fond 
du Lac harbor. While the estimated 
first cost' of this 'Would exceed by 
56,300 the cost of completing the 
improvement of lighthouse harbor, 
the annual estimated cost would be 
$2.400 less. 


The basin would then be protect- 


ed from storms, engineers pointed 
out. Local interests, according to the 
report, do not favor this work, 
claiming it would increase pollu- 
tion of the river sewage. This could 
be remedied, engineers said, by ex- 
tension of an outfall sewer. 


Improvements already authorized 


for Fond du Lac harbor include 
widening the channel and dredging 
to a depth o£ six feet from deep 
water in Lake "Winnebago to the 
head of navigation in Fond du Lac 
harbor, two-thirds above its mouth. 
Cost of the new work here, accord- 
ing to the War Department, has 
'been $8,357 in federal funds. Local 
interests have expended $12,000 and

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NEW LAWS, OLD LAWS AND $500,000 


For a great many generations now our 


people have insisted that America is a 
nation "of laws and not of men." 


Of course you cannot be perfect in any 


such matter any more than a government 
can be perfect on any score where it deals 
through so many agencies and vvith so 
many people. 


But the old theory is right before us 


now and concerns the President, the gov- 
ernor of Michigan, the 20 per cent of 
General Motors on a sitdown strike and 
the 80 per cent who want to work. 


General Motors asks to have its plant 


cleared of what it calls trespassers, those 
who will not work nor let anjone else 
work. There is no doubt about the law. 
There may be doubt with some people 
concerning what the law ought to be. 
But there is no doubt about what it is. 


Now it so happens that the governor 


of Michigan and the President of the 
United States have just recently gone 
through a very sobering ceremony called 
taking the oath of office. The President 
brought an old Dutch Bible, a family 
heirloom that he expects to go on down 
to the Roosevelts with the prestige that a 
President of the United States sworeoipon 
that Bible that he would uphold the laws 
of his country. Then he kissed the Bible 
to sort of seal the oath. 


And then he went back to the White 


House and had talk with Mr. John L. 
Lewis. 


Now that is exactly where inquiry is 


appropriate as to what this is—a govern- 
ment of laws or of men. For Mr. Lewis 
is a great favorite with the President. 
People may differ widely as to whether 
or not Mr. Lewis has worked the Presi- 
dent.

We have books loaded with laws now. 


We have officers sworn to uphold them. 
But we also have the spectacle of those 
officers declining to enforce 
them as 


against anyone who contributed S500.000 
and, in fact, urging the passing of new 
law? as a favor to big contributors. 


Since Mr. Sloan will not respond to 


en invitation for a meeting with the Sec- 
retary of Labor and Mr. Lewis for rea- 
sons which he has set forth, the Presi- 
dent is going to oblige Mr. Lewis by ask- 
ing congress to enact a law so that Mr* 
Sloan would be subject to subpoena. 


A caution may be dropped to these 


gentlemen who enact Jaws. It will be 
well to restrict the language. 


Supposing the President were 
sub- 


poenaed and directly asked about the in- 
Jluence of that S500,000 contribution'' 


One can go much too far with sub- 


poenas. 
They, in fact, constitute about 


the worst two-edged sword that was ever 
sharpened for use.

beauty of the teeth. 
Interstitial gingivitis, pyorrhea 


almost inevitably develop sooner 
or later on the unused side of the 
mouth where missing teeth lead to 
the habit of one-sided mastication. 


A good tooth you can use in your 


business of living is worth a thou- 
sand dollars. It is foolish economy to 
try to \vorry along with a back 
tooth missing when for a hundred 
dollars more or less you can have 
the gap filled with a denture suit- 
able to preserve the functional in- 
tegrity of the jaws, teeth and gums 


Many 
individuals 
with such 


tramp instincts lead an edentulus 
existence not so much from false 
economy as from fear of the dental 
chair. If every one were compelled 
to undergo 
annual inspection, 


cleaning or whatever prophylaxis 
or treatment the teeth might re- 
quire, there would be no occasion 
lor fear of tne dental chair, for un- 
der such routine one could scarcely 
neglect his teeth so shamefully. It 
is only when the teeth have been 
neglected over a long period that 
tedious, difficult 
and sometimes 


painful operations become neces- 
sary. People who have enough 
sense of the 
value of health to 


make regular visits to the dentor 
rarely have to endure any pain or 
serious discomfort. 


A child is never too young to go 


to the family dentor for proper 
care and advice whenever there is 
any trouble with the teeth. Modern 
dentistry gives the baby or tem- 
porary teeth a break. If the "milk" 
teeth are carefully watched by the 
dentor, filled when necessary, then 
when the first of the permanent 
teeth comes—the "six year molar" 
—there is a sound foundation for 
strong, even teeth which will give 
the child 
an advantage thruout 


hfe. The dentor can stop caries or 
decay in a baby tooth with a simple 
soft filing which lasts long enough 
to serve the purpose. If the parent 
or guardian does not betray fear 
of the dental chair the child makes 
a tractable patient, as a rule. It is 
well to remember, too, that neglect- 
ed cavities in the baby teeth may 
become the source of focal infec- 
tions which are quite as serious as 
are such 
consequences of septic 


mouth conditions in adults. 


After all, I suppose we can't say 


a tooth is clean when it has begun 
to decay. It seems to me, however, 
that conservation of the teeth de- 
pends on (a) nutrition, (b) proper 
function or use, and (c) regular 
care and advice by the dentor.

I got blighted both ways, 
peddling and delivering Captain Patterson's old pa- 
per, but, in justice to him. I have to say that he ex- 
ploited my childhood only half as much as Mr. Hearst. 


He exploited me only in the a m., but Mr. Hearst 


sapped my vitality, stunted my growth, corrupted my 
morals and clouded my young dreams both morning 
and evening.

my stuff, on which I get a percent 
age, I kept my mouth shut.

I know that was sordid commer 


cialism and unworthy of the tradi 
tion of journalistic independence 
but we didn't raise any feeble 
minded children in our fair Jy and 
anyway, I have just been telling 
you, I got blighted, so I can't tel 
the difference between right and 
wrong.

a pin boy in a bowling alley anc 
as bottle-washer in a drug store 
where I learned to stretch whisky

little merchants because my father 
was a famous evangelist wb.o didn't 
drink, smoke, chew or use pro- 
fane language and yet I was pretty 
good at all these activities before 
I was 16 years old. I also learned to 
shoot crap, but I was too dumb to 
remember the odds against 10 the 
hard way and all those other com- 
binations, so I gave that up. .

WHEN TO REPORT 


Of the millions of income-tax re-

Today 
he is canonized as a saint by every bird lover in the country. That 
is the story of John James Audubon. American ornithologist, parts 


of whose biography, "Singing in the Wilderness," by Donald Culross 
Peattie, were read by Mrs. Walter E. Rogers at a meeting of the book re- 
view, circle of the Appleton Womans club Thursday afternoon at the 
club rooms. 


Mrs. Rogers read first of Audubon's birth in Santo Domingo the latter 


part of the eighteenth century, the son of Captain Audubon and a high- 
born native woman, and of his early education in France. He began draw- 
ing pictures of birds when he was a child, but at the end of each year, he 
destroyed all those he had done, "so that the only ones left to the world 
today are those he drew after he was 19. His lather's attempts to make 
him a sailor failed, and .the boy begged to be allowed to study art. He 
pleaded that he had to learn -how to draw because his birds looked stiff 
and unable to fly.

"U" goes back to the days of an- 


cient Greece, and was called "up- 
silon." It was pronounced about the 
same as our "oo" sound, as in the 
word "brute." The Greeks made 
the letter like a "Y" or "V". :. The 
Romans almost always wrote it as 
"V," but as time went on the let- 
ter was given the form of a "U" to 
set it aside from the "V."

"V" has had just about the same 


history as "U," but it h*s kept one 
of its ancient forms. It is used as a 
consonant, while "U" is a vowel. 


Our letter "W" 
sounds

"double U," and it really was made 
late in the history of the alphabet 
from two "U's" or two "Vs." The 
modern French alphabet does not 
have the letter "W," and 
neither 


does the Italian alphabet. 


"X" is a far older letter than 


"W." It was known to the people of 
ancient Greece, and often was used 
'for the "ks" sound. At one time it 
had a name meaning "post." 


"Y" might be called a brother of 


"V." In olden Greece it was called 
"upsilon," the same as "Y.". Later 
the Romans gave it a separate place 
in their alphabet. In former times 
in England "Y" was used a great 
deal in place of "I." At present the 
chief value of "Y" is to start cer-

England it is the old custom to 
pronounce the name of the letter 
as ."zed." 


When we look at the letters of 


the 'alphabet, it is interesting to 
think that almost all of them were 
pictures of certain objects in the 
beginning. The hands, the head, the 
eye, the teeth and the mouth are 
parts of the human body which 
were used as models for some of 
them. Others came from drawings 
of such things as .a house, a door, a 
window, a dagger, a fish or the 
waves of the sea. 


The people of many nations have 


•helped to build the alphabet as we 
know it today. Egypt, Phoenicia, 
Palestine, Greece and Rome seem 
to have done most to give us the 
great gift.

His name was not 
included among the applicants de- 
nied clemency. 


In a case of sensational propor- 


tions. Coffey was convicted Feb. 4, 
1927 of the slaying of Mrs. Hattie 
Hales, LaCrosse, with whom he had 
run away. He claimed she died of 
apoplexy as he swung a baseball bat 
at her in their camping site at Eagle 
Point park, Dubuque, Iowa. 
The 


evidence showed Coffey buried the 
body, dug it up, dissected it and 
reburied it four times near Plarte- 
ville. 
In his appeal to the governor he 
said any bit of clemency would be 
like "a 
pearl-edged tumbler of 


wine."

and germ laden flood waters slack- 
ened their strangle-hold today on 
this "gateway to the south," -where 
the Ohio river's greatest overflow 
in white man's memory has de- 
stroyed $100,000,000 of property and 
taken an undetermined number of 
lives in the last week. 


From an all-time crest of 37.1 


reached Wednesday, the Ohio river 
had receded more than 
a half a 


foot today. The weather bureau es- 
timated the rate of fall at one-tenth 
of a foot every five or six hours. 


Tentacles of the monstrous flood 


still held 
thousands prisoners in 


south central Louisville and adja- 
cent lowlands. Fugitives who fled 
panic stricken before the creeping 
waters were scattered as far as 200 
miles from the Kentucky metropo- 
lis. 


No official would say how many 


were dead from drowning, 
pneu- 


monia and other diseases the flood 
would leave in its wake. Before a 
semi-official 
civilian 
• censorship 


sealed his lips. Dr. Hugh Rodman 
Leavelle, city health director, esti- 
mated flood deaths at 200. That was 
four days ago. 


Board of Trade President William 


A. Stoll. whose appointment 
as 


"publicity coordination" closed the 
mouths of officials in a position to 
estimate flood fatalities, said he was 
investigating the situation. 


The highlands residential district, 


connected with lower Louisville by 
a pontoon bridge almost half a mile 
long over swollen Bear Grass creek, 
struggled with war-time fervor to 
care for thousands of the 230,000 
refugees from inundated west Lou- 
isville and partly, covered central 
Louisville. 


Thousands had been evacuated to 


distant points. To little Hopkins- 
ville, Ky., 200 miles away, 150 white 
and 60 Negro refugees were taken 
by truck. Many who were financial- 
ly able fled by airplane to a haven 
far from the 
threat 
of typhoid, 


scarlet fever, and other flood dis- 
eases. 


Despite official 
assurance flood 


fatalities would number "no more 
than could be expected," Louisville 
was jittery from reports of mass bu- 
rials.

A missing persons bureau was es- 


tablished by Mayor Miller, appoint- 
ed provost marshal of his flood 
stricken city 
by Governor A, B. 


Chandler. It was announced the 
bodies taken 
from the flood zone 


were being photographed and fin- 
gerprinted to help establish identi- 
fications eventually. 


The first accident among the 1,- 


200 federal soldiers and 
police 


brought in here from 
far-flung 


points for flood duty took two 
lives last night. Private Robert T. 
Mueller, of Troop A, first Mechan- 
ized cavalry. Fort Knox, and a pa-
